ARABIS  (White  Rockcress) 

ALPINA — One  of  the  most  desirable 
of  the  very  early  Spring  flowering 
plants  that  is  especially  adapted 
for  edging  and  for  the  rock  gar¬ 
den,  but  does  equally  well  in  the 
low  border,  forming  a  dense  car¬ 
pet  of  pure  white  flowers.

GENERAL  CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS — Most  flower  seeds  germinate  well  in 
fine,  sandy  loam  partly  protected  from  the  sun.  Heat  and  moisture  are  the  two 
essential  points  to  start  life  in  seeds.  A  general  and  fatal  error  is  to  start  the 
seeds  too  deep;  small  seeds  should  be  barely  coverd  with  fine  earth;  large  seeds 
by  about  half  an  inch.  After  sowing,  the  ground  should  be  watered  with  a  very 
fine  sprinkler  regularly.  Many  seeds  are  killed  by  drought.
